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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT 

To    the    Trustees   of   the   Pennsylvania  Museum   and  School  of 
Industrial  Art: 

Your  President  presents  the  following  as  the  Fortieth 
Annual  Report  covering  the  year  ending  May  31,  1916: 

The  period  just  closed  has  been  an  extraordinary  one  for 
our  institution.  The  development  of  the  Museum  and  Schools 
has  exceeded  that  of  any  similar  period  since  our  organization. 
The  acquisitions  of  the  former  have  been  numerous  and  im- 
portant. More  exhibitions  have  been  held  than  in  any  similar 
period  and  a  larger  attendance  has  been  noted. 

These  exhibitions  have  been  marked  by  a  seriousness  of 
purpose  that  have  secured  the  approval  of  thousands  of  our 
citizens  and  command  the  attention  of  the  public  at  home  and 
abroad. 

The  receptions  given  have  awakened  new  life  and  interest 
in  our  w^ork. 

SCHOOLS 

The  Schools  have  grown  apparently  to  the  utmost  limit 
of  our  accommodations  and  remarkable  work  has  been  done. 
During  the  year  just  closed  the  development  and  execution 
shown  by  the  Art  Department  reached  their  highest  degree  of 
perfection.  The  strength  and  the  ease  of  the  free-hand  draw- 
ings;  the  delicate  execution  of  the  colorings  shown  in  interior 
decoration,  and  the  air  of  certainty  prevailing  in  all  lines  of 
work  are  not  only  satisfactory,  but  are  really  worthy  of  cc^m- 
ment  and  praise. 

POTTERY 

The  Pottery  Department  is  working  steadily  along  prac- 
tical lines.  By  combination  of  materials  and  artistic  methods 
results   have   been   obtained   that   are   exciting   much    interest 

Thorns  Holm  Sranch, 
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among  manufacturers  of  cement,  since  the  widening  of  the 
application  of  this  material  is  in  a  fair  way  to  increase  the 
market  for  the  product. 

Stoneware  products  are  also  exciting  much  comment 
since  they  have  taken  on  artistic  fashioning  and  new  finish, 
and  it  may  be  that  a  period  of  much  interest  is  about  to  follow 
the  efforts  of  the  School  along  these  lines.  The  construction 
of  a  new  kiln  of  sufficient  size  to  enable  the  products  now 
being  made  to  be  properly  burned,  it  is  believed,  will  do  much 
to  strengthen  the  efforts  of  the  School  work. 

PAGEANT   DEVELOPMENT 

Through  the  continued  effort  of  Mr.  Stratton,  this  new 
department  has  been  added  to  our  work  and  shows  very  happy 
results.  There  seems  to  be  a  good  strong  foundation  for  very 
good  development,  and  as  the  work  now  stands  it  is  very  enter- 
taining to  visitors  and  is  regarded  as  one  of  much  merit. 

JEWELRY    DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  shown  meritorius  effort  and  gives 
much  promise  that  it  will  be  an  important  development,  fur- 
nishing a  most  useful  opportunity  for  the  application  of 
artistic  and  ornamental  tastes.

TEXTILE     SCHOOL 

The  year  in  textiles  has  been  a  most  favored  one,  not- 
withstanding our  rooms  have  been  too  crowded  to  bring  out 
the  fullest  results  of  which  the  year  was  capable.  Neverthe- 
less, the  final  productions  shown  in  the  exhibition  have  never 
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been  so  meritorius.  The  beauty  of  design  and  prominent 
color  are  very  striking.  Not  only  is  this  shown  in  the  most 
costly  silk  and  worsted  material,  but  in  the  cheaper  woolen 
and  cotton  goods.  No  exhibition  of  woolen  blankets  has  ever 
approached  the  present  one  for  beauty  of  coloring  or  perfec- 
tion of  finish.  The  exhibition  of  ginghams  is  decidedly  the 
best  ever  made.

As  these  bequests  represent  large  sums  of  money,  it  will  no 
doubt  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Trustees  to  place  some  suitable 
recognition  of  the  donors,  within  the  w^alls  of  the  institution, 
to  express  in  a  laudable  manner  our  sincere  appreciation  of 
these  gifts,  and  to  recall  the  memory  of  those,  who,  though 
dead,  are  not  forgotten. 

NEW    BUILDINGS 

New  buildings  are  most  urgently  needed  and  many  of  us 
hoped  that  during  the  present  vacation  we  should  see  them 
erected,  but  the  high  price  of  labor  and  building  materials  of 
all  kinds  made  it  appear  unwise  to  engage  in  any  extensive 
construction  at  this  time. 

It  is  true  that  the  School  has  reached  its  limit  within  the 
present  building,  and  it  is  equally  true  that  its  usefulness  has 
only  begun.  Applications  for  admission  are  continually  press- 
ing for  recognition,  and  we  greatly  regret  that  we  must  limit 
our  operations,  when  the  world  is  calling  for  help  more  em- 
phatically today  than  when  the  School  opened  forty  years  ago. 
We  are  just  beginning  to  appreciate  the  country's  need  and 
the  School's  opportunity.  New  buildings  are  the  crying  need. 
Is  it  too  much  to  hope  for  that  some  one  who  is  blessed  with 
Sfreat  fortune  will  come  forward  and  enable  the  desired  end 
to  be  reached  ?

REPORT    OF    THE    DIRECTOR 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  this  my  sixteenth  annual  re- 
port as  Director  of  the  Museum. 

The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  a  noteworthy  one 
for  the  Museum  in  several  respects.  The  largest  bequests 
in  the  history  of  the  institution  have  been  received.  A  series 
of  special  exhibitions  was  inaugurated,  which  attracted  wide- 
spread attention  and  greatly  increased  the  attendance  at  the 
Museum,  and  it  has  been  planned  to  continue  these  educational 
activities  in  various  departments  of  art  and  industry  during 
the  coming  year. 

Under  the  wise  direction  of  the  ^Museum  Committee,  the 
funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Museum  have  l)een  largely  used 
in  the  purchase  of  textiles  and  furniture,  with  a  \ie\v  to  build- 
ing up  these  important  collections,  for  the  benefit  of  the  students 
of  the  art  and  textile  schools,  and  for  the  instruction  of  the  gen- 
eral public.  Many  rare  and  valuable  additions  have  also  been 
made  to  the  collections  of  ceramics,  including  a  most  interest- 
ing series  of  tiles  and  tile  panels  from  the  Nearer  Kast.  which, 
added  to  the  excellent  collection  acquired  in  past  years,  has 
proved  one  of  the  most  popular  attractions  for  practical  study 
of  color  and  design. 
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The  large  central  space  beneath  the  dome  has  been  fur- 
nished with  extensive  screens,  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Edward  T.  Stotesbury,  thus  providing  necessary  facilities 
for  holding  special  exhibitions  in  the  future. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Car  Advertising 
Company  to  place  in  the  street  cars  of  the  city,  during  the 
year  1916,  large  cards  advertising  the  Museum  and  School. 
These  cards  are  designed  by  students  of  the  School  and  are 
changed  frequently.  Already  the  benefits  of  this  form  of  ad- 
vertising have  become  apparent,  in  the  increased  attendance 
at  the  Museum. 

SPECIAL   EXHIBITIONS 

During  the  month  of  October  an  exhibition  of  tiles  of 
various  countries  and  periods  was  held  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
Museum.  The  collection  included  characteristic  examples  of 
roofing  and  paving  tiles  and  mural  decorations  from  almost 
every  section  of  the  world,  including  Egyptian  wall  frescoes, 
Babylonian  and  Roman  mosaics  and  bricks,  Saracenic  and  Per- 
sian panels,  and  tiles  from  India,  China,  Turkey,  Spain, 
Mexico,  Italy,  Holland,  Switzerland,  England,  Belgium,  Ger- 
many, Russia  and  the  United  States,  extending  over  a  period 
commencing  some  centuries  previous  to  the  Christian  Era, 
down  to  the  nineteenth. 

A  loan  exhibition  of  tapestries,  assembled  and  arranged 
by  Mr.  George  Leland  Hunter,  of  New  York,  was  open  to  the 
public  from  October  25th  to  November  7th.  The  collection 
consisted  of  eighty-five  numbers,  the  majority  of  which  were 
brought  from  New  York,  but  many  of  the  most  important 
were  contributed  by  local  collectors.  Lecture  promenades,  by 
special  appointment,  were  arranged  by  Mr.  Hunter,  who  con- 
ducted visitors  through  the  galleries,  explaining  the  history 
and  artistic  significance  of  the  tapestries.  To  accommodate 
all  of  the  schools  and  societies  which  made  application,  it  was 
necessary  to  arrange  from  one  to  four  "walk  talks'"  each  day. 
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the  number  in  attendance  varying  from  fifty  persons  to  one 
thousand.  The  exhibition  is  believed  to  have  been  the  most 
important  one  of  the  kind  ever  held  in  this  country. 

The  exhibition  of  "Americanization  through  Art",  or- 
ganized by  Mrs.  Edward  T.  Stotesbury,  vice-chairman  of  the 
National  Americanization  Committee,  and  a  special  committee 
which  she  formed  for  the  purpose — consisting  of  Miss  Emily 
Sartain,  Mrs.  Cornelius  Stevenson.  Mr.  John  Frederick  Lewis, 
Dr.  Edwin  AtLee  Barber,  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Fleisher,  Mr.  John 
Albert  Myers  and  Mr.  Howard  Fremont  Stratton — was  held 
in  Memorial  Hall  from  January  19th  to  February  22d  inclusive. 
The  exhibition,  which  was  thrown  open  to  artists  and  artisans 
of  foreign  birth  and  parentage  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
consisted  of  paintings  in  oil,  water  colors,  mezzotint  engrav- 
ings, etchings,  illustrations,  miniatures,  sculptures  and  craft 
work — three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  numbers,  exclusive  of 
Mrs.  Harry  Payne  Whitney's  exhibit,  consisting  of  seventy- 
three  examples,  illustrating  "The  Immigrant  in  America," 
which  was  brought  from  New  York. 

Prizes  aggregating  $2200  were  ofifered  by  Mrs.  Stotesbury 
and  distributed  by  a  jury  of  award,  consisting  of  Miss  Cecelia 
Beaux,  George  Walter  Dawson,  Charles  Grafly,  Edgar  V. 
Seeler  and  Miss  Jessie  Wilcox  Smith. 

During  the  exhibition  the  attendance  reached  35,760,  an 
average  of  over  a  thousand  a  day,  the  largest  number  for  any 
single  day  being  9,489,  on  January  23d.  An  edition  of  5000 
illustrated  catalogues  was  issued. 

The  exhibition  of  "Fakes  and  Reproductions"  was  opened 
on  April  1st,  and  Avill  continue  through  the  summer  months. 
It  has  awakened  much  interest,  not  only  among  our  own 
citizens  but  generally  throughout  the  country,  and  has  been 
the  subject  of  favorable  comment  from  the  local  i)rcss  and 
various  periodicals  in  dift'erent  sections.  It  has  brought  stu- 
dents from  distant  points,  and  has  been  the  incentive  for 
several  other  museums  to  plan  similar  exhibitions.  It  was 
largely  through  the  co-operation  of  other  museums  and  of  col- 
lectors   and    dealers    that    so    many    instructive    cxani])lcs    of 
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imitative  art  have  been  gathered  together.  By  showing 
genuine  objects  side  by  side  with  their  modern  copies,  it  is 
made  possible  for  students  to  distinguish  the  difference  be- 
tween vakiable  antiques  and  their  worthless  counterparts. 
This  is  the  first  loan  exhibition  of  the  kind  to  be  held  in  this 
country,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  followed  by  others 
in  different  cities,  in  view  of  the  great  increase  in  spurious 
objects  which  are  now  being  offered  in  all  branches  of  art, 
which  flood  the  shops  and  auction  rooms.  That  the  exhibi- 
tion is  attracting  much  interest  is  shown  by  the  large  increase 
in  attendance,  which  on  one  afternoon  reached  the  unprece- 
dented figure  of  nearly  thirteen  thousand. 

RECEPTIONS 

At  the  opening  of  the  exhibition  of  tapestries,  on  October 
25.  1915,  a  private  view  was  extended  to  invited  guests,  on 
which  occasion  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  acted  as  hostesses  at  a  reception  and  tea, 
when  over  seven  hundred  of  Philadelphia's  most  prominent 
citizens  were  in   attendance. 

On  January  19.  1916,  a  private  view  and  reception,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  exhibit  of  "Americanization 
through  Art,"  brought  to  the  Museum  a  large  number  of  the 
most  prominent  people  in  the  artistic  and  social  life  of  the  city. 

ATTENDANCE 

During  the  year  1915  the  total  number  of  admissions  to 
the  Museum  was  320,318,  a  slight  decrease  from  the  attendance 
of  1914.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  ]May  31.  1916.  however, 
the  number  of  visitors  reached  353,520,  an  increase  of  39,000 
over  the  preceding  twelve  months.  On  Sunday,  April  2. 
1916,  12,506  people  passed  through  the  gates  and  on  several 
other  Sundays  of  the  present  year  the  attendance  ranged 
from  5000  to  9500.

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ACCESSIONS 

The  number  of  objects  added  to  the  collections  during 
the  year  1915,  by  purchase  and  gift,  was  223.  While  this 
result  of  the  year's  work  shows  a  decrease  in  quantity  as  com- 
pared with  the  accessions  of  the  previous  year,  the  value  and 
importance  of  the  more  recent  purchases  are  in  the  aggregate 
considerably  greater,  since  many  opportunities  have  been 
offered  to  secure  objects  of  the  highest  standard  in  their 
various  groups,  thus  strengthening  the  collections  in  many 
departments. 

Among  the  more  important  accessions  are  a  cJief  d' 
a-inre  of  the  celebrated  factory  of  Tucker  and  Hemphill, 
Philadelphia,  in  the  form  of  a  large  hard  paste  porcelain  vase, 
with  modeled  ormolu  handles,  made  about  1835,  which  was  the 
best  period  of  this  establishment.  Some  old  English,  Spanish 
and  American  chairs,  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
historical  series,  illustrating  the  history  and  development  of 
the  chair,  are  also  among  the  interesting  purchases  of  the  year. 

By  the  bequest  of  the  late  Francis  T.  Sully  Darley. 
amounting  to  nearly  $30,000.  for  the  use  of  the  Museum,  an 
additional  income  has  been  provided  for  the  purchase  of  ob- 
jects in  the  future.

REPORT    OF   THE    PRINCIPAL 

Presented  at  the  Close  of  the  Thirtv-xixth  School  Year 

May  31,  1916 

The  growth  of  the  School  is  indicated  by  the  higher  stand- 
ards attained  in  the  work  of  students.  The  advance  in  this 
direction  has  been  very  noticeable  this  year,  and  the  annual 
exhibition  with  which  the  school  year  closed,  as  well  as  the 
special  exhibitions  made  at  Springfield  in  April,  and  at  Wash- 
ington in  May,  and  at  the  "Philadelphia  To-Day  and  To-Morrow 
Civic  Exposition",  which  is  still  in  progress,  bore  eloquent  testi- 
mony to  the  thoroughness  of  our  work,  and  elicited  the  most 
cordial  expressions  of  appreciation  and  approval  on  the  part  of 
the  public.  Numerically  the  School  has  reached  its  limit  as  was 
reported  last  year,  the  enrollment  remaining  practically  the  same 
as  in  the  last  two  or  three  years,  and  applicants  for  admission 
to  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Departments  ha\ing  had  to  be 
turned  away. 

The  Report  of  the  Registrar  which  is  apj^ended.  shows  an 
aggregate  enrollment  of  1251  of  which  numlicr  726  arc  men 
and  525  are  women.  A  class  of  49, — 28  in  the  Art  School  and 
21  in  the  Textile  School. — completed  full  courses  and  received 
the  diploma  this  year. 
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It  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  report 
that  official  recognition  of  the  dignity  and  thoroughness  of  our 
courses  is  assured  to  the  extent  that  such  examining  bodies  as 
those  which  determine  the  qualifications  of  teachers  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  of  Philadelphia,  now  recognize,  in 
the  appointment  of  teachers,  the  diploma  of  this  institution  as 
the  equivalent  of  a  college  degree,  when  the  graduate  was  prop- 
erly prepared  for  entrance  here,  as  he  is  always  expected  to  be, 
by  the  completion  of  a  High  School  course.  This  means  a  great 
deal  in  a  material,  as  well  as  professional  sense,  to  those  stu- 
dents who  go  out  from  us  as  teachers,  as  so  many  do  in  response 
to  the  active,  and  ever  increasing  demand,  for  the  kind  of 
instruction  which  this  School  exemplifies  and  the  very  general 
extension  of  which,  in  one  form  or  another,  constitutes  perhaps 
the  most  striking  feature  of  modern  education.  But  the  stand- 
ing which  is  thus  accorded  to  our  graduates  means  much  more 
than  the  recognition  of  individual  merit  or  the  removal  of  indi- 
vidual disadvantages  in  the  classification  of  the  members  of  an 
educational  system.  It  means  that  Art  itself  is  coming  into  its 
own  and  is  at  last  receiving  the  honor  which  it  has  always 
deserved,  but  has  long  been  denied.  As  the  directing  force  in 
this  great  movement  for  creative,  or  vocational,  effort  in  popu- 
lar instruction,  its  leadership  is  unmistakable  and  our  educa- 
tional ideals  are  slowly  but  surely  adjusting  themselves  to  the 
newer  and  saner  point  of  view.  The  question  naturally  arises 
therefore,  why,  if  our  diploma  is  now  recognized  by  competent 
authorities,  as  the  equivalent  of  a  degree  it  should  not  actually 
carry  it  and  during  the  past  year  I  have  taken  up  this  subject  with 
the  "College  and  University  Council"  of  the  state  by  which  body 
the  qualifications  of  degree-conferring  institutions  are  deter- 
mined. I  believe  that  an  examination  by  this  board  of  the 
methods  pursued  and  standards  attained  by  this  School  will 
result  in  its  inclusion  among  the  institutions  duly  empowered 
to  confer  upon  its  graduates  whatever  additional  advantage  the 
possession  of  an  academic  degree  implies. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  work  of  the  class  in 
Pottery,  especially  in  the  production  of  salt  glazed   stoneware, 
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has  justified  the  construction  of  an  additional  kiln  and  this  may 
be  built  during  the  coming  summer. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  attic  at  the 
15th  Street  end  of  the  building  by  which  some  much  needed 
store-room  was  provided.  With  these  exceptions  the  building 
remains  in  the  condition  which  was  reported  a  year  ago  and  the 
need  of  more  room  for  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Departments 
which  has  been  noted  in  former  reports,  is  as  insistent  as  ever. 

In  addition  to  the  development  of  the  work  in  Pottery, 
important  additions  to  the  curriculum  have  been  made  in  extend- 
ing and  perfecting  the  study  of  costume  to  which  a  great  deal 
of  attention  has  been  paid  not  only  for  the  sake  of  its  signifi- 
cance as  a  phase  of  historical  art,  but  as  a  most  important  branch 
of  practical  design. 

On  the  historical  side,  the  part  taken  by  the  School  in  the 
"Masque  of  Ariadne,"  the  joint  production  of  all  the  art  insti- 
tutions of  the  city,  given  at  the  Academy  of  Music  on  the 
evening  of  February  22d,  furnished  a  rather  striking  illustra- 
tion. Upwards  of  150  of  our  students  participated,  and  as  the 
part  assigned  them  was  the  visualization  of  "Pomp  and  Splen- 
dor" as  exemplified  at  the  Cretan  Court  by  the  royal  presence 
as  well  as  by  a  procession  of  gift-bearing  tributaries,  ample 
opportunity  was  afforded  for  the  application  of  a  good  deal  of 
thought  and  effort  to  a  definite  historical  problem  in  industrial 
art,  as  the  costumes  and  properties  of  every  kind  were  designed 
and  made  by  the  pupils  themselves. 

Even  more  satisfactory  in  some  respects  was  an  "Egyptian 
Temple  Ceremonial"  produced  by  our  students  in  the  School 
auditorium  on  the  evening  of  April  18th.  for  which  similar 
elaborate  preparation  including  the  construction  and  painting  of 
the  stage  setting  had  to  be  made.  These  occasions,  have,  how- 
ever, mainly  served  to  emi)hasize  a  phase  of  our  work  which 
lias  been  steadily  growing  in  importance  for  several  years,  and 
which  admirably  supplements  the  work  of  the  Course  in  Interior 
Decoration,  with  which  the  School  had  already  made  a  distinct 
impression. 
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Mr.  Philip  Muhr,  for  many  years  a  capable  and  loyal  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  died  on  February  2d,  at  the  age  of  54.  Mr. 
Muhr  was  a  gifted  and  accomplished  artist  and  a  genial  and 
lovable  man,  whose  loss  is  mourned  by  a  host  of  devoted  pupils 
and  the  entire  circle  of  his  associates.  Mr.  Henry  Farlow  has 
been  appointed  to  the  position  of  instructor  in  Drawing  made 
vacant  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Muhr. 

In  the  Textile  School,  Mr.  Stead,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  Mr.  Duhring,  Instructor  in  Chemistry,  and  Mr.  Jen- 
nings, as  Instructor  in  Wool  Grading  and  Sorting,  resigned 
during  the  3Tar.  The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Stead  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  A. 
Walter.  Mr.  Benjamin  Riles  has  been  appointed  to  the  position 
formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  Jennings.  Mr.  Duhring's  resignation 
became  effective  on  April  15th  and  the  appointment  of  his  suc- 
cessor is  still  pending. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibitions  of  school  w'ork  to  which 
reference  has  already  been  made,  the  custom  which  has  been 
noted  in  former  reports  of  maintaining  a  number  of  circulat- 
ing exhibits  under  the  auspices  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
the  Art  Department,  has  been  continued  with  increased  activity 
on  the  part  of  those  conducting  the  exhibitions  and  appreciation 
by  those  for  whose  benefit  they  are  arranged.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  while,  a  few  years  ago,  nearly  all  the  requests  for 
these  traveling  exhibitions  were  received  from  former  students, 
these  requests  have,  lately,  been  outnumbered  by  those  received 
from  women's  civic  clubs,  school  districts  and  art  organizations. 
So  numerous  have  these  applications  become  that  a  time  limit 
has  had  to  be  placed  on  the  exhibitions  and  a  carefully  planned 
schedule  strictly  adhered  to.  One  exhibit  traveled  to  Califor- 
nia, via  Texas  and  another  as  far  west  as  Wisconsin.  The 
Alumni  Association  also  assumed  the  installation  and  care  of  a 
very  comprehensive  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  School  which 
was,  through  the  courtesy  of  ^Ir.  John  Wanamaker,  made  in 
the  Lincoln  Building,  City  Hall  Square,  last  November.  The 
exhibition  included  the  work  of  both  the  Art  and  Textile  De- 
partments and  attracted  an  amount  of  attention  on  the  part  of 
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the  public  and  appreciative  notice  in  the  press  of  the  city  that 
must,  I  think,  be  counted  a  distinct  success  for  the  service  it 
rendered  in  making  the  character  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
institution  better  known. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  were  held  at  the  Broad 
Street  Theatre  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  May  25th.  and  were 
followed  by  the  usual  private  view  of  the  exhibition  of  students' 
work  in  the  school  building.  The  Commencement  address  was 
delivered  by  Ralph  Adams  Cram,  Litt.D.,  LL.D.,  his  subject 
being  "The  Dawn  of  a  New  Day  for  Art." 

A  list  of  the  diplomas,  prizes  and  certificates  awarded,  as 
well  as  a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  and  of  donations  and 
benefactions  to  the  School,  together  with  a  classified  account  of 
the  registration,  is  appended.

There  have  been  9570  personal  calls  in  the  Library  and 
785  loans  of  material  for  class  room  purposes,  showing  an 
increased  attendance  of  345,  and  82  extra  loans  over  last  year. 
Counting  ten  users  of  each  loan  gives  a  total  of  17,420  calls  on 
Library  material  for  the  past  eight  months. 

Through  the  Library  Committee  of  the  Associate  Commit- 
tee of  Women,  much  has  been  done  to  add  to  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  students.  Attractive  coloring  of  the  walls 
and  woodwork,  new  book  shelves,  awnings  for  the  front  win- 
dows, new  lights,  a  handsome  clock,  book  rests,  a  pencil  sharpener 
and  a  case  for  cuttings,  are  all  highly  appreciated.  As  the 
Library  is  steadily  growing  our  need  for  more  space  to  accommo- 
date those  who  use  it  grows  in  like  proportion.  Much  unneces- 
sary damage  to  plates,  etc.  loaned  for  class  room  purposes  could 
be  avoided,  if  more  frames  were  available  for  their  protection. 
These  frames,  or  celluloid  cases  to  be  Library  property  and  as 
such  issued  with  plates  borrowed,  would  help  preserve  valuable 
material.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE 

OF    WOMEN 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  have  held  their  meet- 
ings from  October  until  June  inclusive,  with  an  average  atten- 
dance of  21.     The  reports  of  the  Chairmen  are  most  satisfactory. 

The  Students'  League  House  has  been  filled  to  its  utmost 
capacity  since  the  School  opened  in  September  with  hard  working 
students  who  enjoy  the  home  atmosphere  and  good  food  pro- 
vided for  them.  It  unfortunately  accommodates  a  very  small 
number. 

The  showing  of  Wrought  Iron  made  at  the  Museum  at  the 
time  of  the  "Americanization  Through  Art"  exhibition  by  jNIr. 
Yellin  and  his  workmen,  emphatically  demonstrated  the  status 
of  the  School's  product  in  the  community  and  the  influence  it  was 
having  upon  taste.  It  is  of  interest  to  state  that  the  Florentine 
Gate  executed  last  year,  after  its  exhibition  at  the  Convention 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  at  the  National  Museum 
in  ^la.y,  is  to  be  sent  to  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  where  it  is 
being  purchased  and  from  where  Mr.  Edwards  who  designed 
and  made  it,  came  as  a  student  to  the  School.  We  find  that  the 
exercise  of  making  Gothic  nail  heads  is  admirable  training  in 
which  the  previous  study  of  modelling  proves  most  helpful,  and 
in  future  work  a  larger  feature  will  be  made  of  this.  The  stu- 
dents have  been  called  upon  to  execute  much  outside  work  which 
is  a  testimony  to  the  demand  for  craftsmen  in  this  material. 
We  are  developing  a  tendency  to  making  pieces  of  furniture 
rather  than  carving  in  wood.  The  reason  for  this  is  the  desire 
to  produce  an  excellent  example  of  handicraft  for  use  and  the 
taste  is  also  towards  the  simplest  types.  There  is  more  and  more 
demand  for  teachers  in  wood  work  and  for  an  improvement  in 
the  methods  of  those  already  employed. 

Our  Pottery  Department  does  such  excellent  work  that  we 
compete  successfully  with  the  schools  which  have  special  courses. 
Our  salt-glazing  is  most  successful  and  we  hope  to  build  our  own 
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kiln  for  the  firing  of  this  ware.  Our  exhibits  are  most  important 
and  interesting.  Three  pieces  were  very  highly  spoken  of  when 
we  exhibited  in  Springfield,  Mass. 

Our  Illustration  Class  has  had  a  larger  attendance  than 
ever  before,  the  general  work  of  the  class  has  been  stronger,  and 
the  outside  competitions  greater  in  number.  Many  excellent  and 
beautiful  posters  have  been  executed,  especially  for  the  Civic 
Exposition. 

The  most  important  contribution  to  the  Museum  made  this 
}ear  by  a  member  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  was  the  exhibition  of  "Americanization 
Through  Art,"  held  in  furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  National 
Americanization  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Edward  T.  Stotes- 
bury,  is  a  member,  and  which  through  her  generosity  and  inter- 
est was  held  at  the  Pennsylvania  Museum,  Memorial  Hall. 
Pennsylvania  artists  of  foreign  birth  were  invited  to  co-operate. 
A  committee  was  formed  to  take  full  charge  of  the  details  of 
the  exposition.  JNlrs.  Stotesbury  offered  prizes  in  competition 
to  the  amount  of  $2,200.  These  were  awarded  by  a  jury  com- 
posed of  ^liss  Cecelia  Beaux,  Professor  George  Walter  Dawson, 
Mr.  Charles  Grafly,  ]\Ir.  Edgar  \'.  Sealer  and  Miss  Jessie  Wilcox 
Smith.  The  private  view  held  on  January  19,  1916,  in  connec- 
tion with  an  important  meeting  in  this  city  of  the  National 
Americanization  Committee,  brought  a  large  number  of  men  and 
women  prominent  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York  to  the  exhibi- 
tion which  remained  open  to  the  public  from  that  date  to  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1916.  The  entire  expense,  a  serious  one,  was  borne 
by  ^Nlrs.  Stotesbury.  The  affair  drew  an  enormous  amount  of 
attention  to  the  institution,  not  only  locally  but  throughout  the 
country  and  in  the  artistic  world,  and  as  a  concrete  result  screens, 
l)edestals,  etc.,  to  an  amount  of  little  less  than  $1,000,  accrued 
to  the  [Museum  through  the  generosity  of  our  member.  These 
screens  have  since  been  found  of  the  greatest  use  to  the  man- 
agement. ]^lany  of  our  members  have  continued  their  interest 
in  the  collections  which  they  have  undertaken  to  make  for  the 
Museum.  Mrs.  John  Harrison,  ever  generous,  has  added  some 
more  objects  to  her  already  important  collection,  as  have  ]\Irs. 
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Hampton  L.  Carson,  Mrs.  William  Frishmuth,  Mrs.  James  Miff- 
lin and  Mrs.  Frederick  Thurston  Mason.  Through  Mrs.  Harri- 
son, Mrs.  Charles  Morton  Smith,  Mrs.  George  Boker  and  others 
have  also  contributed  valuable  objects.  The  weekly  Normal  Class 
of  students  who  attended  Mrs.  Cornelius  Stevenson's  Museum 
course,  were  regular  in  their  attendance  and  took  unusual  inter- 
est in  their  work. 

In  the  Textile  Department,  the  enrollment  of  day  students 
has  been  the  largest  we  have  ever  had.  It  has  taxed  our  equip- 
ment and  staff  to  the  utmost.  The  Associate  Committee  of 
Women  contributed  one-half  of  the  purchase  price  for  two  cut- 
ting machines  which  have  been  the  means  of  holding  the  Jac- 
quard  classes  together.  We  have,  like  many  others,  been  very 
much  handicapped  by  the  scarcity  of  dyes  and  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  our  different  departments.  We  received  a  liberal  dona- 
tion of  forty  odd  volumes  of  printed  fabrics  from  the  firm  of 
Lawrence  &  Co.,  selling  agents  of  the  Pacific  Mills,  and  from  the 
Sauquoit  Silk  Mills,  a  gift  of  all  the  raw  silk  yarns  required  in 
producing  the  many  silks  and  draperies  shown  in  this  year's 
exhibit. 

The  average  of  the  sixteen  students  holding  Scholarships 
in  faithfulness,  diligence,  sincerity  of  purpose  and  intelligent 
appreciation,  is  quite  beyond  previous  years. 

Since  the  Committee  has  had  charge  of  the  Library  the 
students  find  it  much  more  attractive.  The  lighting  is  better, 
important  books  have  been  added  and  portfolios  of  really  won- 
derfully colored  textile  prints.  One  of  our  students  is  making 
a  rack  to  hold  portfolios  for  which  we  will  pay.  Like  many 
other  departments  in  our  School  its  size  is  entirely  inadequate. 

Prizes  amounting  to  $265  have  been  given  by  members  of 
the  Committee. 

We  gave  our  usual  entertainment  on  the  13th  of  January 
entitled  "The  Gambol  of  the  Gods  at  Monte  Carlo."  It  was 
devised  and  staged  by  Mr.  Alfred  I.  Barton,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  C.  Leland  Harrison,  and  generally  considered  to 
be  the  most  beautiful  that  we  have  ever  produced.  Out  of  the 
money   received   from   the   entertainment,   $1,000   was   appropri- 
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ated  to  the  ^Museum.  $500  to  the  League  House  and  $350  to  the 
Art  School  for  a  new  Hand  Loom  Rug  Machine  and  towards 
the  building  of  a  new  kiln.  The  balance  was  divided  among  the 
other  funds. 

The  Committee  on  the  new  By-Laws  presented  them  to  the 
Associate  Committee  of  Women  for  adoption.  They  were  duly 
discussed  and  finally  adopted  as  they  now  stand,  after  which  the 
Committee  was  discontinued. 

The  Associate  Committee  provided  indirect  electric  light- 
ing fixtures  for  the  hallway,  library  and  committee  room. 

I  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rodman  B.  Ellison, 
who  for  many  years  had  been  a  faithful  and  valued  member  of 
our  Committee.  Also  the  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Roberts, 
who  after  having  been  for  many  years  a  most  important  member 
of  our  Committee  had  become  an  honorary  member  about  a  year 
ago  owing  to  a  serious  accident  which  prevented  her  from  con- 
tinuing her  active  work.  She  was  sadly  missed  and  is  deeply 
mourned. 

We  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  from  our  Com- 
mittee of  Mrs.  Charles  Piatt,  3d.  The  two  vacancies  on  our 
active  board  were  filled  by  the  election  of  ]^Irs.  Henry  Brinton 
Coxe  and  Mrs.  Percival  Roberts,  Jr. 

The  resignation  of  our  Second  V^ice-President,  Mrs  C. 
Leland  Harrison,  was  accepted  with  regret  and  the  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  the  Countess  de  Santa  Eulalia.
